AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY says “‘wel- 
come” to players and officials of the 15 national 
teams which will join hosts Australia in this super 
Soccer spectacular. 

They’re jetting in from Rio and Seoul, from New 
York and Warsaw, from Barcelona and Cairo. And 
from plenty of other places. 

It is truly an international contest — the sort of 
tournament which could never be presented by such 
minor sports as Rugby League and Australian 
Rules. Let the League and Rules people eat their 
hearts out. 

They should be green with envy. 

It is fascinating to study the composition of the 16 
competing teams but terribly difficult to assess 
winners and losers. 

Let’s run through them:— 

AUSTRALIA: Playing at this level for the first 
time and may be a little out of her depth. 

ENGLAND: Could pay the penalty for not send- 
ing a full-strength squad. 

ARGENTINA: Must be respected as holders of 
= ee Cup, but had difficulty qualifying this 


» CAMEROON: Who? 

ROMANIA: Strongly fancied because of intense 
preparation. — 

BRAZIL: Always a power in any international 
competition but currently rated number two in 
South America to Uruguay. 

ITALY: Ranked number three in Europe but, 
due to club calls, unlikely to have best players here. 

KOREA: As Australia knows from past experi- 
ence, Korea rank among the giants of Asian Soccer. 

WEST GERMANY: Like Italy and England, 
they will not have their greatest players in squad and 
could struggle. - 

MEXICO: Champions of Central and North 
America but that doesn’t mean much. Good home 
team — but they’re away.

SPAIN: Not much form to go on but could 
surprise a few opponents. Rated number five in 
Europe. 

EGYPT: As champions of Africa, they Se to 
be useful. Egypt beat Cameroon (who?) i in African 
Youth Final. 

USA: Even allowing for great progress mae in 
Soccer in the country, the US side is unlikely to 
make the quarter finals. 

URUGUAY: Top team in South America and 
confident of taking the Coca-Cola Cup. A danger to 
everyone. 

POLAND: Likely to be strongest of all European 
entrants and will carry quite a bit of support with 
punters. 

QATAR: If money means anything, Qatar will 
romp in. Fortunately you cannot buy Soccer success, 
so Qatar won’t win the Cup. 

Regardless of who wins or loses, be sure these 
World Youth Championships will be remembered 
for many years in a backward Soccer nation called 
Australia. 

It is a great honour or Australia to have been 
selected as host country and we must all keep our 
fingers crossed that the crowds roll up.to watch the 
action. ; 

It could be the only chance Australian spectators 
will have of tasting top-class international Soccer in 
such a tournament. I hope they seize the opportuni- 
ty and ensure the turnstiles click.

Maybe Doug Collins was 
less than fair to the Saints and Croatia 
players. But it is amazing how two 
people can form such contrasting 
opinions on one game.

With teams from all over the world 
flying here for the World Youth 
Championships (Coca-Cola Cup), one 
of the major talking points is the 


strength of the English contingent. 


No doubt E: d will field a good 
side. Yet it is far from the best that 
could have been fielded. 


In England, the professional clubs 
hold the trump cards. If they want 
their star youngsters for club matches 
and refuse to release them for events 
like the Coca-Cola Cup, that is what 
will happen. That is what HAS 
happened. 

It would be easy to castigate English 
clubs and blame them for being 
disloyal to the national cause. Clubs, 
however, have their reasons for taking 
this action. 

The WYC is being held at the worst 
possible time of the year for European 
nations. Not only are clubs involved in 
a heavy two-games-a-week domestic 
programme, but many are also playing 
in the various European knock-out 
competitions. There is too much at 
stake — in prestige and financially — 
for clubs to release million dollar 
players for three or four weeks for the - 
wy 


Holland withdrew for this very 
reason. England, West Germany and 
Italy cannot poniee sending their 
top stars for the same reason. 

It is an unfortunate situation, but 
inevitable. Perhaps the solution, in 
future, would be to switch dates for the 
Championship from October to 
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COCA-COLA CUP — ALL 16 SQUADS

Australia’s green and gold colours will be seen for only the second time 
in history, ina major wo: . Soccer championship final series. 

Home advantage has been somewhat neutralised by being tossed into the 
same arena as current world champions, Argentina, as well as being 
coupled with the very tough Soccer nation, England. 

Under the guidance of manager Les Scheinflug, the Young Champions 
of Australia have quickly moulded into a solid, fluent unit that can now 
hold its head up high, equal to the other world class competitors. 

At least eight of Australia’s squad members hold down permanent spots 
in the PSL with their clubs, adding much senior experience to their make- 
up. 2 
Individually, there’s not one Australian player in the squad that can be 
genuinely classed asa static defender. The entire Australian back-four likes 
to push forward into attack. Courageous as this may be, Australia will have 
to refrain from such characteristic tendencies to some degree against the 

ing Argentines, who can hold the ball very well to “pull out” the 
Australians. 2 

Australia’s defence is held together by the very experienced giant centre- 
back, No 4, Steve Blair. 

The midfield is ed with stacks of pace and power in players like 
Raskopoulos (No 8), Kay (6), Lee (10), and Incantalupo (11). 

Up front, Australia’s firing power will come from twin strikers Mitchell 
(9) and Koussas (14). 

What makes Australia look really is her great depth and strength in 
Teserve power, with men like Skeen (12), the flying destroye-, Patikas (15), 
the rock hard, non-stop midfielder, and mobile attacking-linkman, Johnny 
Little (17).

ENGLAND 


The England squad under the leadership of coach, John Cartwright, has 
been somewhat weakened by the exclusion of some top players who were 
not released by their clubs. These include Steve Mackenzie, ex-Manchester 
City but this season with WBA, Paul Walsh from Charlton, Mark Hateley 
we Coventry and Tommy Caton from F.A. Cup finalist, Manchester 

ity. 

These omissions have greatly weakened England’s strength, but let's be 
Tealistic, we know absolutely nothing about their replacements. We could 
be in for a great shock as these substitute Players England has sent are very 
determined to impress and further their professional careers. 

I must highlight, as well as congratulate West Ham, and above all the 
Hammers’ manager, John Lyall, for having the guts and the completel 
unselfish, professional integrity to release his young star midfielder (No 2 
Paul Allen, who has been selected to captain this England squad. 

What an enormous sacrifice. West Ham, just promoted to Fist Division, 
and rocketing to the top of the ladder, sitting just two points now behind 
leaders Ipswich, have put England’s needs before their own. 

Just in case some people are not aware of it, for the last few weeks Allen 
filled the great Trevor Brooking’s spot as midfield link-man, when the 
veteran Brooking was sidelined with injury. 

England, after drawing with Portugal, beat Yugoslavia to get on board 
the KLM aircraft heading for Australia for the WYC finals. 

This will be England’s first-ever a in the WYC finals. 

Besides the excellent midfielder ad team captain, Paul Allen, other star 
England players to watch out for . . . 17-year-old Peter Southey (No 15) 
from Tottenham Hotspur. At the moment, this full-back is understudy to 
Spurs captain, Steve Perryman. 

Andy Peake (12), from Leicester City, is a hard midfielder with a good 
future ahead of him. 

England’s goalkeeper is the very talented Mark Kendall from England’s 
champion club, Aston Villa, and is currently the understudy to first-team 
goalkeeper, Jimmy Rimmer. Kendall conceded only two goals in five 
games during England’s Eur Championship run last year. 

Central striker Steve Kinsey (9), from Manchester City, made his first 
division debut last season against Wolves, and is rated by City as one of 
their best home-grown players since Peter Barnes. 

England MUST be treated with the highest respect, contrary to what is 
generally believed. Much is at stake at the moment for England, as her 
international stocks are at an all-time low. Whoever makes the mistake and 
treats her lightly will most certainly pay the penalty very dearly.

URUGUAY 
This side will be one of the hardest to beat in the entire Championship. 
Fond Uruguayans were semi-finalists in the Coca-Cola Cup in 1977 and

They began their quest for the Australian finals very badly. First they 
drew with Bolivia 1-1, ther were defeated 2-1 by Paraquay, their 
neighbours. i 

This jolted Uruguay into action and reeled off successive wins over 

Equador (2-1) then thrashed Colombia 4-1. 


Uruguay is coached by Raul Bentancour, who has trained his squad into 
a fast, hard and exciting hi skilful mobile unit. Look out for them. _ 

The Queensland Soccer fans should be in for something special as 
Uruguay takes on the USA, Poland and Qatar head on. 

One star to watch out for in the sky-blue and black strip is No 11, Jorge 
Villazan, a midfield wizard from the Inter-Continental Champion club, 
Nacional. 

Villazan, as well as having great Soccer skills, possess great intelligence. 
At one stage he was studying to be a doctor, but gave up his course to 
concentrate on professional Soccer. 

His brother, Rafael, is in England and plays for First Division side, 
Wolves. 

Another player to watch out for is striker Enzo Francescoli, wearing shirt 
No 10, who is sharp, quick and hard. 

Uruguay this year has already defeated World Champions Argentina by 
5-1. 


Presently, the Uruguayans are rated the No 1 South American side in the 
continent. They have defeated Brazil this year in Ecuador by 2-1. 

"This country has much to boast about Soccer this'year. ‘They won the 
Gold Cup when they defeated Brazil early this year, and then Nacional won 
the Inter-Continental Club Championship, when they defeated 
Nottingham Forest 1-0 in Tokyo. 

The warm Queensland climate should also suit them more than their 
competitors.

Poland qualified for the WYC finals when in her Group matches she 
defeated Germany 3-2, Romania 1-0, and Finland 3-0.

Poland was runner-up in 1980 as well as this year in the European Youth 
Tournament. 
The player to watch out for in this outfit, is their midfielder,(No 8) Jan 
irban.

From a group of 19 countries from North and Central America and the 
Caribbean, Mexico and the USA qualified for Australia.

Leader of the defence, Craig Scarpelli, the USA’s goalkeeper, assures us 
that the USA will not be disgraced. In fact opposing teams this year have 
found it impossible to breach the American’s defence. 

Scarpelli stands at just under 6 foot, and he too is very wary of their first 
opponents, Uruguay. He says: “I rate Uruguay highly. Last January we 
played them in Brazil and they were very basic, tough, very quick and buzz

No 4, Andrea Manzo, is a midfielder who last year was with 
First Division club Fiorentina, but this season could be loaned to Second 
Division side, Sampdoria (he is still registered with Fiorentina). His coach 
says of him: “He is strong, dintelligent and graceful, with a good height 
which makes him excellent in the air.” 

The chief goalscorer is No 9, Giuseppe Galderisi, a bright 18-year-old, 
who is nicknamed “II Nano” (the midget).

Ex-Arsenal team-mate, Liam Brady, says of Galderisi: “He has a very 
bright future in professional Soccer.”

When coach Enio Arndrade of Porto Alegre’s 
internacional club decided that he could lose 
the finals of the 1979 Brazilian championship 
unless he changed his centre half, he decided to 
take a chance. 

So, he called on then 17-year-old Mauro Galvao, 
and asked if he felt ready to take part in the finals. 

“Why not?” asked Galvao, now the 19-year-old 
captain of Brazil’s team in the FIFA World Youth

HIS JUDGMENT

There will be no early resolution of the “summer Soccer” question if Australian 
Soccer Federation president Sir Arthur George has his way. 


Sir Arthur returned from an extended holiday in 
Greece to face up to a whole canful of worms, not 
the least of which is the question of the change of 
season advocated by ASF Marketing and currently 
favored by 11 of the 16 PSL teams. 

Sir Arthur said: “I have to allocate certain 
priorities to the conduct of Soccer affairs. 

“First comes the World Youth Championship, 
which we are committed to making into a big event, 
Australia-wide. 

“Then there is the matter of the constitution of 
the League next year, and promotion and relega- 

- tion, in which the ASF has a big say. 

“The change of season is not being considered 
before October 1982, and that gives ample time to 
talk the matter over and get all situations into 
perspective, including the matter of increasing air 
costs and television-standard lighting. 

“T must get the views of my executive, and I 
intend personally to speak to the presidents of all 
the League clubs before I finalise my own opinion.” 

Perhaps the ASF’s entry into the scene will 
provide a balancing factor, although the likelihood 
of the standard of play reducing if clubs reverted to 
the States is a frightening one indeed. 

On the other hand, the securing of a major 
sponsor to replace Philips will be rendered more 
difficult by hesitation over a summer or winter 
stance. 

Equally a problem is the future air fare increases. 
Certainly the League is likely to be able to absorb 
1982 increases, but where does it go from there? 

If regionalisation eventuated, and the competi- 
tions were under the individual control of the states, 
we would certainly be back to a mass of varying 
competitions and local rules. 

In that area, the United States is way ahead. As 
the best example of a developing former non-Soccer 
country, they have control by one major League, 
the NASL, with one set of rules and one set of 
regional winners to figure in the play-offs. 

If States are again to have a say, it could be done 
by their handing control to one centralised League 


The big day we have been waiting for in 
Australian Soccer has come. It is next Saturday, 
October 3. It is a big day because it marks the 
beginning of the third World Youth Coca-Cola 
Cup. 

In this big event we face a test in two different 
parts: 

(a) in the game, and 
(b) in the organisation. 

In the game, because we participate as 

organising country -in the finals. And in 
isation because it is the first time Australia 

takes over such a heavy and difficult 

responsibility without any previous experience. 

In charge of the first (playing) are the two 
coaches, Les Scheinflug and Raul Blanco, with 
the 18 players. 

In the short time since they took over the team, 
they have done their best to present a Youth team 
superior to what we saw from the senior team in 
World Cup games. 

For the second part, three names must be 
mentioned: the chairman of the organising 
committee, Peter McCann, general secretary of 
the ASF, Brian Le Fevre, and Championship 
director, Brian Emery. 

For similar, or smaller, events abroad, the job 
is given to many more hands. Up to now 
indications of the job done by these three people 
are good and encouraging. We hope these good 
impressions stay with us till the end, so that we 
can say “bravo” to 

Judges for all organising won't be only the 
Australian people, but also the 15 foreign teams, 
the foreign reporters, the 500 million TV viewers 
overseas who will watch the games, and millions 
who will read of it all around the world. 

This is why we believe it is necessary to 
emphasise the importance of not developing 
troubles in and out of grounds with our visitors. 

We must be formal, polite and hospitable 


rf hecause we are t the organisers. and above all, a 


body to operate the main competition, divided into 
say a Southern Australian division of 10 clubs and an 
Eastern of 12 or 14. 

The League would have to pay the States a certain 
fee to help them run Soccer in the lesser grades. 

A major sponsor or consortium of sponsors may 
be available, but this has yet to be finalised. 

The potential of the change of season was on show 
at Leichhardt Oval last week, where the brilliant 
lighting, modern ground, huge stand and facilities 
made a tremendous difference. 

But how many such facilities are available? 

Sydney Athletic Field could be well-lit within a 
year. Olympic Park and Bruce Stadium are naturals. 

Marconi and Richlands Stadiums are satisfactory 
in the short term, whilst Hindmarsh will meet 
television standards. 

Some other clubs may have to play their matches 
in the early evening. 

Sydney Olympic, having committed themselves to 
Ashfield Council for Pratten Park, which is only 
available in winter, is in a pickle. They would be a 
natural at Redfern Oval in summer. 


Whichever way the Australian Soccer League 
moves, NSW is in the best situation. 

The Sydney PSL clubs, plus Newcastle KB, Can- 
berra Arrows and Wollongong Wolves, give a fine 
basis for entertainment football. 

My view is that the ASF Marketing report to the 
PSL is the best paper ever presented in Australian 
Soccer. 

It has to be turned inside out to come up with the 
right decisions. 

It could lead to Hobart, Townsville, Geelong, 
Parramatta, Gosford, Campbelltown, the Gold 
Coast and Penrith having big Soccer presences 
earlier than everyone may have thought. 

Every State League club should be presented with 
a copy for their own detailed examination. 

Attempts to plan expansion of the Soccer market 
must extend to every senior club who wants to bein 
the Soccer entertainment businéss. 


The role of supporters in Australia’s games 
against Argentina on Saturday, and England and 
Cameroon later, is of great importance. 

If we want victory we must produce all our 
strength, but within the sporting spirit and 
modesty and without anti-athletic acts which will 
be a stigma on Australia. 

With this spirit we must stand resolute beside 
our young sportsmen in the hard task they will 
undertake on Saturday for a good result against 
the Cup holders — the Argentinians. 

This column welcomes all the 16 participating 
teams and wishes the best for them — and for 
Soccer.

How strong is China? That’s the question 
many Soccer nations are asking as China bat- 
tles with New Zealand, Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait for two places in next year’s World Cup 
in Spain. 

Be sure FIFA would love to see the game flourish 
in China. With all those millions of people, it would 
be a major break-through for Soccer if the game 
became really big in a country isolated for many 
years from the rest of the world. 

When China beat North Korea in Hong Kong in 
the first elimination seies, everybody sat up and 
took notice. North Korea is traditionally a powerful 
Asian team, the sort of team which would have 
made mincemeat of China a few years ago. 

In July, China had a tour of West Germany and 
picked up five wins in five matches. 

There are three divisions in China comprising 54 
teams and about 2,000 players — all of whom are 
alleged to be amateurs. But they’ve been getting 
professional preparation before facing New Zea- 
land, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 

The national team is coached by Sun Yongshun. 
He made a special trip to Sydney to watch New 
Zealand beat Australia 2-0 at the SCG, a day of 
infamy for the Socceroos.

Mark Ross, one of the most mising 
players in New South Wales, died in tragic 
circumstances on Saturday. 


He had been returning home from cricket when his car 
went out of control in the slippery conditions, in what has 
been described as a freak accident. 

As a junior he played for Padstow RSL in the 
Bankstown district, and later joined Bankstown City in the 
NSW State League. He made his first grade debut at the 
age of 15 in the Ampol Cup under coach Vic Dalgleish. 

In 1980 Mark took up Soccer again, after a one and a 
half year absence, and he had an excellent season with 
Auburn, playing under Dalgleish. He finished as the State 
League’s highest goalscorer and won the NSW Under 21 
Player of the Year award, selected by the Australian 
Soccer Press Association. 

At the start of 1981 Dalgleish became coach of Melita 
Eagles, and he signed Ross, but he had a disappointing 
year, suffering through injury. However he played a major 
part in the second grade team, which finished second. 

He was a High School teacher, and only recently turned

By way of Consolation, Shamrock was confirmed as 1981

Amalgamations of several senior and junior 
| Soccer clubs now appears on in earnest following 
| the new ACT proviso that Football League teams 
must next year field a minimum of three teams. 

Without amalgamation, several of the ACT’s top 
Football League clubs would be barred from 
competing. 

And that includes this year’s premiers Luso FC. 

They have no Colts side and hardly enough for 
a full junior squad either. They would be out, as 
the new rules demand: 

° first grade side, j 

* youth league or Under 23 side with possible 
exception made for four over—age players, 

¢ a colts, Under 18 side with the possibility of a 

youngest age barrier of 16 years at the time of 

registration. 

Luso have already moved to overcome 
obliteration by amalgamating with the Majura 
Club, a breakaway group from the present 
Downer Olympic structure. 

Majura doesn’t compete in the Football League 
and couldn’t. But now its top 15-17 -year-old side 
can and still retain its name —as in 1982 it will 
play under the name of Luso/Majura FC. 

Luso continues and Majura keeps its best 
youngsters together. 

Many other clubs now have the same solution 
open to them. 

Initially informal rather than formal 
amalgamations may eventuate but it is an 
intriguing solution to a ticklish and vexed 
problem. 


It enforces the view that Football League clubs 
-must make a total contribution for the good of the 
game. 

But it is still a controversial move, although 
those who look ahead see It as providing a logical 
stepping stone approach between junior and
